to Tsatriin tbe Court of Vice. Admiralty m thia 
tolotir. from further proceeding in 1 luit for 
wag**, it th* instance of Wdliaaa Kohler and 
Jamaa Hollia, atamen, of which Mavaball ia 
uamcr. 

The facts appear to ha the following . 
Tn* prtnnovenla in iha auit elairnvd 
wage*, in reapect of theh airvioe aa 
i4Mt,*ri on board that '«iel, Sulla tram Lon- 
don to thii pan, and KoKur from the port of 
Bah 11. Thi null or pleaded, by wiyofei- 
cipiion to the petition, (in aubataace.) rtrsl, 
that ih* voyage for wbich tha mon eneoged 
IhemulvH, wu/roai LoHttm to aim fm tip, 
peru, *»* »9a»^eeot.dlr, that bulb of th* 
promovenl* deter ted. bayoH the completion of 
ihu aaid voyage 1 and thereby forfeited all 
wagtu, Which Would Otherwiie have born pay. 
able to them:— and, thirdly, a* 10 AVafrr, 
(hit he bid line* hia arrival availed himetlr of 
the pruviaion* of the aferchant Beimen'a Act, 
by alaiming hit wage* before two Jasliee* of 
the Feua 1 who had after Inveatignion die- 
coiaaed the complaint— whereby tbe claim wis 
oonduiivaly barred.
